Your undersigned svecial colmissioner, appointed bv decree en— 
tered in the above styled cause on Hov.8th, 1901, having siven notice 
to the varties concerned, as will appear by the notice herewith re- 
turned. marked "N", proceeded on the 3rd day of Februarv, 1902, at 
his office in the tom of Jonesville, to execute said decree: and 
the proceedings having been thence forward adjourned and continued 
trom time to time, and being at length completed, the result is 
herewith respectfetlly submitted. 

Your commissioner is directed by said decrees of Nov.8, 190

(8), Anv other matter deemed pertinent by himself, or required by any 
Of the parties in interest. 

Your commissioner files herewith, as part hereof, statement "A", 
which is a statement showing what did or ought to have gone into the 
hands of said administrator, together With such disbursements, in— 
solvents, commissions Geng credited thereon,as your commissioner thinks 
Said administrator properly entitled to. It will be seen from this 
Statement that there is in the hands of said adininistrator, as of 
March 8, 1902, the sum of $277.86, with interest thereon from Pep, 
1902, till paid. 

In addition to the above fund, your commissioner is inforned 
that the said Minter Johnson, at the time of his death, had in the 


hends of his brother, Alfred Johnson, a sum of money, which the said 


Alfred, immediately wwon the death of said Minter, and before the 
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appointment and qualification of his administrator, turned over to 
the widow of said decedent. Your commissioner is not informed as to 
the amount of said fund thus in the hands of said Alfred, but what— 
ever the amount, if any, if it be- collectable by law, should go into 
the hands of the administrator and be applied to the payment of the 
debts of the decedent. 

Your commissioner files herewith, as part hereof, statenent wc bal 
which is a statement of all the debts against said estate that haya 
been filed before your commissioner.

Your undersigned special commissicner, as set forth in report 


filed nerewith Feb. 20, 1902, being requested by parties interested 
in this suit to make further report upon additional clains and mat- 
ters not included in aforeseid report, arter giving notice to the 
parties in interest, as will appeer by notice herewith returned, 
proceeded on May 28rd, 1902, at his office in the town of Jonesville, 
Va., the time and place designated in said notice, to more fully 
comply with the decree of the court of Nov. 8th, 1901, and to report 
upon the claims and matters by the aforesaid parties requested. And 
now _heving fully investigated such edditional claims and matters as 
have been brought before vour commissioner, or that he himself deens 
material to further report upon, he here respectfully submits this 
his supplemental report. 

Upon this sitting of your commissioner, R.L.Pennington, of thie 
firm of Pennington Bros., who had in their hand as attorneys for 
cOliection, all the claims in statement "B", filed with original re- 
port, came before your commissioner and stated that all of said clains 
reported in said statement, with the exception of "Pxhibit 4", the 
claim Of Arnold, Henegar & Doyle, have been recentiy paid in cer— 
tain legal proceedings in the state of Tennessee. 

B.H.Sewell, attorney, came before your commissioner and Piled 
three claims not previously passed upon, to-wit: the note in favor 
or w.D.Kinner against Minter Johnson, for $29.84; the account in fav— 
Or of J.Leopold & CoO. against sene, for $88.46; and the account in 
favor of L.Moses & Co. against sane, for $114.10. These claims being 
properly proven, and the same in any way being unexpected to, are 
accordingly allowed by your comnissioner as proper charges against 
the estate of the said Minter Johnson, and these three Claims, to- 
gether with the claim of Arnold, Henegar & Dovle, of $71.06, with 


interest” calculated on each to JULY st, 1902, amounting to the™total 
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sum of $286.69, constitute the whole of the indebtedness against the 
estate of the said Minter Johnson, as ascertained by your commission- 
er, except the cost of this suit, which your commissioner estimates 
at $45. By adding this estimated cost of $45, to the outstanding 
indebtedness of $286.69, it will be seen that the total indebtedness 
of the estate, as of July Ist, 1902, is $331.69. Upon settlement 
with the administrator, as eppears from statement "A" with original 
report filed Feb. 20, 1902, it was ascertained that there was a net 
fund of $277.86, in his hands, with interest thereon from Feb. 5th, 
1902, till paid. Said $277.86, with interest Calculated thereon to 
July 1st, 1902, amounts to $284.10, which sum deducted from the 
total indebtedness of $331.69, will leave a balance unsatisfied and 
still outetending, seid estate, as of July ist, 1902, of $47.59. (See 
supplemental Statement attached hereto ). 

It was one of the objects of some of the creditors in these 
supplemental proceedings, in order to collect as fully as possible 
their claims against the estate of the saic Minter Johnson, to try 
to reach a fund that had been placed in the hands of one Aifred Jonhn— 
son, by the said Minter Johnson hefore his death, and after his death, 
and before the qualification of his administrator, turned over by 
the said Alfred to the widow of the said Minter.
